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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Claims 1-6 are directed to an allowable process of making or using the 
patentable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice 
dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), claims 7-10, directed to a product, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, have now subject 
to being rejoined. Claims 7-10 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in Paper No. 3 is hereby 
withdrawn. 



Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Korea on 29 November 2000. It is noted, however, that applicant has 
not filed a certified copy of the 2000/71689 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b).

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-10 are objected to because of the following informalities:

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• Claims 1 and 7, line 10: The claims recite a first adhesive, a second 
adhesive and an adhesive. It is unclear as to whether the adhesive is a 
third adhesive or just a reference to either the first or second adhesives. 
As best understood by the examiner, the claims have been interpreted to 
mean a third adhesive. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Should the above objection be overcome, claims 1-10 would be allowable over 
the prior art. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The best prior art of record discloses a plasma display panel fabricated by 
depositing a first and second adhesive and a sealant aligned with the first and second 
adhesives. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a third adhesive 
deposited outside the portion where the second adhesive is deposited. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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• US Patent 6,479,944 discloses two adhesives deposited outside the active 
portion of the display. 

• US Patent 5,600,203 discloses three glass beads imbedded within a 
sealant to form an airtight display. 

• US Patent 6,129,603 discloses a first adhesive deposited on the first 
substrate, a second adhesive deposited on a second substrate and a 
sealant between the two adhesives. 

• US Patent 6,545,410 discloses a first and second adhesive outside the 
active viewing portion of the display and a sealant aligned between the 
two adhesives.
